|Notes From D.A. 


By HOWARD J, FULCHER 


| In the fall and early winter months 
| many cattle are lost through shipping 
|fever themorrhogic septicemia) ev- 
ery year. Cattle do not have to be 
shipped to develop this disease, but 
|many develop on any farm or ranch. 

This disease most frequently af- 
fects cattle in the six-month to two 
year age group. Generally, affected 
animals first show high body tem- 
perature with loss of appetite, dis- 
charge from the nose, occasional 
|coughing, difficult breathing, watery 
|eyes, gauntness, stiffened walk and 
sometimes diarrhea. Animals may 
recover in a week or two or may de- 
|velop pneumonia and die in two to 
four days. Some develop a chronic 
form and linger on as poor doers for 
quite some time. 

There are a number of predispos- 
ing factors to shipping fever, these 
all lower the animal's resistance. 
Main factors are rough handling in 
round-up and corralling, wet yards 
and corrals, sudden changes to new 
quarters, changes of feed and water, 
severe weather changes, excitement, 
lack of bedding at weaning time. 

Control of the disease is best by 
eliminating the above factors as 
much as possible and the use of bac- 
terius and anti-serums. Bacterius
